Light Dispelling Darkness 


OUNTLESs persons are perplexed to- 
ae day as they endeavor to lay plans 
for the years to come. The deci- 
sions they must make are dependent upon fu- 
ture contingencies which cannot be properly 
appraised because of present precarious condi- 
tions and economic trends that tend toward 
insecurity. The result is a sense of bewilder- 
ment and continual uncertainty. The light of 
understanding was never more needed than it 
is today. At present the world is in darkness, 
the future seems to present a blank wall and 
men face it with many misgivings. 

Isaiah the Prophet sets forth the funda- 
mental cause of the darkness that prevents 
men from exercising the discernment that 
would provide understanding in the choice of 
the proper course for them to pursue. He em- 
phasizes that the darkness through which men 
grope is the result of iniquity which has sepa- 
rated them from the Lord, while the lack of 
truth and justice in the land enlarges the gulf 
of separation between the people and their 
God. Continuing, the prophet points out that 
the deeds of men are marked by iniquity and 
acts of violence are in their hands: “There- 
fore is judgment far from us, neither doth 
justice overtake us: we wait for light, but be- 
hold obscurity; for brightness, but we walk 
in darkness” (Isa. §9: 9). 

Here we have a true picture of conditions 
extant today, yet in the midst of this darkness 
of unbelief, causing men “to grope as if they 
had no eyes” and “stumble at noon day as in 
the night,” there is a guiding light to which 
they may turn for direction. This light gives 
those who set their course by faith in accord- 
ance with its directing beam the ability to see 
and comprehend when all is dark for others. 
The Psalmist declares: “Thy word is a lamp 
unto my feet, and a light unto my path” (Ps. 
119: 10S). 

Peter refers to it as a light that shineth in 
a dark place and he says that light is the “sure 


word of prophecy” (II Peter 1: 19). 

Addressing His people, the Lord sends out 
an urgent call: “Hearken unto me, my peo- 
ple; and give ear unto me, O my nation: for 
a law shall proceed from me, and I will make 
my judgment to rest for a light of the peo- 
ple” (Isa. 51: 4). 

Faith in the Word of the Lord, in the utter- 
ances of His prophets and in the observance 
of the justice and equity of His laws will send 
forth a beam of light that will penetrate the 
thick darkness of the uncertainty overshadow- 
ing all peoples today. 

This light of the world is personified in the 
person of Jesus Christ, of whom John was 
speaking when he said: “In him was life; and 
the life was the light of men. And the light 
shineth in darkness; and the darkness com- 
prehended it not” (John 1: 4-5). 

Later on the Apostle declared that those 
who refuse to believe that He is the Son of 
God are already condemned, stating: “And 
this is the condemnation, that light is come 
into the world, and men loved darkness rather 
than light, because their deeds were evil. For 
every one that doeth evil hateth the light, 
neither cometh to the light, lest his deeds 
should be reproved” (John 3: 19-20). 

Asa nation God’s people must return to the 
righteousness of the law which Jesus declared 
would not pass away and their reward will be: 
“Then shall thy light break forth as the 
morning, and thine health shall spring forth 
speedily: and thy righteousness shall go be- 
fore thee; the glory of the Lord shall be thy 
rereward” (Isa. 58:8). 

When the brightness of God’s Glory shall 
be seen in Israel, the prophet declares: “And 
the Gentiles shall come to thy light, and Kings 
to the brightness of thy rising” (Isa. 60: 3). 

In that day the light of the Glory of the 
Lord will dispel all darkness and upon those 
who now dwell in the shadow of death that 
light will shine. 
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Mounting Tensions 





MANY NEWS HEADLINES emphasize that all is not well 
among the nations of the West, a situation that is play- 
ing directly into the hands of Nikita Khrushchev of 
Soviet Russia. De Gaulle has declared that the NATO 
alliance is obsolete and that France will, in the future, 
fight in her own interests only. Relationships between 
Great Britain and France have deteriorated to the ex- 
tent that Washington is greatly concerned. It was the 
breakdown in Anglo-French defenses prior to World 
War II that made Hitler’s aggression possible. 

On major issues London and Paris are more fre- 
quently in disagreement than in accord. The situation is 
such that there seems little likelihood of improvement. 
West Germany is following French leadership as Ade- 
nauer leans toward de Gaulle’s position for fear of a 
Western sellout on West Berlin. It is President Eisen- 
hower’s desire to try to close the widening breach in 
meeting with the European leaders. However, the de- 
veloping rupture may be too great to be mended by 
a good will tour. 

It was five years ago last August, on the 30th of that 
month, that France, by a vote of 319 to 264 in the 
National Assembly, destroyed the European Defense 
Community treaty. Thus, for a time France had 
blocked the build-up of an effective European defense 
against Soviet aggression. Today we see Charles de 
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Gaulle, steering the course of action taken by France, 
remaining adamant in his demands and threatening 
to go it alone if those demands are not met. As pointed 
out in “Broken To Pieces,” DeEstiIny for November 
1954, with reference to Nebuchadnezzar’s dream of the 
image of a man: 


“The head of gold, therefore, represented the Babylonian 
Empire and this was the clue to the interpretation of the 
prophecy given by means of this dream-image. The arms 
and breast were of silver, denoting that, after the fall of 
Babylon, the Medo-Persians would come to power. The 
belly and thighs of brass represented the coming conquest 
of Medo-Persia by Alexander the Great, who established the 
Grecian Empire. This was later succeeded by the sprawling 
Empire of Rome, represented by the legs of iron. 


“Then there was a curious admixture of inferior material 
in the image, for its feet and toes were partly of iron and 
partly of clay. This represented the subdivision of the Ro- 
man Empire into Continental nations which were indicated 
in this way to be partly strong and partly weak. When 
Daniel came to the interpretation of the feet of the image, 
he said: 


“*And as you saw the feet and toes partly of potter’s clay, 
and partly of iron, it shall be a divided kingdom; there shall 
be something of the firmness of iron in it, as you saw iron 
mixed with muddy clay; but as the toes of the feet were 
partly iron, and partly clay, the kingdom shall be partly 
strong, and partly brittle. As you saw iron mixed with muddy 
clay, they shall mix together in marriage; but they shall not 
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hold together, as iron does not mix with clay.’ (Dan. 2: 41-43, 
Smith & Goodspeed Trans.) 

“This perfectly describes the lack of unity among the Euro- 
pean nations, a fact clearly in evidence even during the time 
of their greatest activity and power. However, Daniel 
pointed to the time when the actual demonstration would 
be made of the inability of the nations of Continental 
Europe to hold together as being during the days when a 
‘little stone’ would begin to smite the feet of the image... . 
History reveals that the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples were not 
only actively fighting in wars against European nations, but 
that they were also in strong opposition to the ecclesiastical 
authority exercised by Rome. 


“The process of smiting the image upon its feet through 
military conflicts covered a number of centuries. The defeat 
of Napoleon at Waterloo by the forces led by the British 
Wellington at the start of the nineteenth century struck a 
fatal blow at a would-be world dictator, preventing France 
from realizing the dream of world conquest under his lead- 
ership. ... 

“World War I alerted the watchful that a definite change 
of times was soon to be made manifest. This was confirmed 
one hour (15 years) later when, in 1929, the judgment pro- 
nounced upon the Babylonian economic structure began to 
fulfill its function according to the Divine decree. This was 
signalled by the Wall Street Crash of that year. World War 
II intensified the breaking-up process and the aftermath of 
that phase of war instituted the grinding-to-powder aspect 
of judgment from which the present European economy will 
never recover. . . . While the process of grinding to powder 
has been moving toward its climax in Europe, Soviet Russia 
has been preparing, with her satellites, to assume the author- 
ity and rule formerly exercised by Babylon.” 


It is indeed most significant that at this time, when 
every effort is being exercised to reach an agreement 
that will eventuate in an accord with Soviet Russia, 
there arises to trouble the Western powers the same 
animosities that caused division in earlier days, but 
which today will prove fatal to the hope of those seek- 
ing peace through the presentation of a united front 
against Soviet demands. 








Heritage of Righteousness 





GHANA, the first black African country to attain inde- 
pendence, was expected to become a showcase setting 
forth the perfection of democracy in Africa. The arti- 
cle, “What’s Happening to Freedom in Ghana,” by 
Clarence W. Hall in Reader’s Digest for December 
1959, points out the disappointing results for, although 
the British had provided long years of careful tutelage 
in parliamentary government and built up an “elite” 
with a proven capacity for leadership, the showcase has 
become a shambles. 

Actually it is not possible to pass on to another race 
the Anglo-Saxon sense of justice and equity, the result 
of centuries of schooling in the attributes of self-govern- 
ment. Wherever the attempt is made, and the full 
power to govern is turned over to those not competent 
to accept this responsibility, disastrous consequences 
are inevitable. 

The question naturally arises: Why is this the case? 
The answer is found in scrutinizing the heritage of the 
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Anglo-Saxon people. The Anglo-Saxon heritage in- 
volves much more than a mere schooling in the art of 
the administration of law. It is a spiritual inheritance, 
stemming from a God-consciousness that leads even 
those of this race who refuse to acknowledge depend- 
ence upon the Lord to subconsciously recognize the 
attributes of righteousness. 


Because the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic peoples are modern 
Israel in the world today, they have inherited the 
spiritual concepts of their forefathers. Their common 
law, as they express it, stems directly from the laws 
the forefathers of the race received when, at Mount 
Sinai, they became the people of God’s kingdom. At 
that time they covenanted with God through Moses, 
using these words: “All that the Lord hath spoken we 
will do” (Ex. 19: 8). God emphatically stipulated that 
His people should administer His laws, in which they 
were well-grounded in the inception of their history as 
a nation under His overruling sovereignty. 


Even though, in these modern days, this race has for- 
gotten all this, yet the principles of righteousness in- 
herent in the Law of the Lord do actuate them in their 
judgment and in their decisions. They have become 
the basis of their moral thinking. 


Unfortunately it has been assumed that peoples of 
primitive races, given the opportunity to administer 
their own national affairs, will, if instructed in the 
rules, follow in the way of righteousness. What is com- 
pletely overlooked is that they also have an inheritance 
— but not in righteousness. Their inheritance is one 
of superstition and an untutored and undisciplined 
spirit, manifesting itself in violence and bloodshed. 
They easily revert to type and constitutional govern- 
ments and parliamentary systems become a mockery 
when it is in their power to exercise administrative 
authority and control over others. Ghana has supplied 
a perfect example of this. 


The Bible definitely declares that one people alone 
is to assume governmental authority and exercise rule 
when the earth is finally cleansed of all evil. They will 
be the people of His Kingdom and Isaiah declares that 
when that day comes, the nation that will not serve 
them shall perish. “Yea,” he says, “those nations shall 
be utterly wasted” (Isa. 60: 12). Watching the present 
experimentation in giving self-government to peoples 
incapable of exercising due restraint under law, we 
have a preview, as it were, of Isaiah’s pronouncement 
of the judgment of self-destruction. 


The only solution for present maladministration 
within the Anglo-Saxon nations and the alleviation of 
the manifold distresses among those peoples who covet 
the benefits accruing from adopting the pattern of 
parliamentary forms of government is the restoration 
of the full administration of the Law of the Lord. This 
must be instituted first throughout the Anglo-Saxon 
world. The result would be the fulfillment of Isaiah’s 
prophecy: 


“And many people shall go and say, Come ye, and let us 
go up to the mountain [kingdom] of the Lord, to the house 
of the God of Jacob; and he will teach us of his ways, and 
we will walk in his paths: for out of Zion shall go forth the 
law, and the word of the Lord from Jerusalem.” (Isa. 2: 3.) 
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The present move to grant independence to people 
unfamiliar with the Law of the Lord and unacquainted 
with the spiritual precepts underlying its command- 
ments, statutes and judgments offers no relief from 
despotism and oppression to those whose greatest need 
is an escape from slavery. This will become more and 
more evident as Soviet Russia moves in to occupy the 
vacuum created by the Anglo-Saxon withdrawal from 
backward areas where in the past they pioneered in 
the establishment of justice, raising those formerly sub- 
jected to savagery and incessant, futile tribal warfare 
to a higher standard of living under more equitable 
conditions. 








Balances of Deceit 





THE USE OF a weed killer has contaminated some of 
the cranberry crops in various areas of our country, 
causing a considerable stir just prior to Thanksgiving 
Day when so many consume this berry with their tur- 
key dinner. But why single out cranberries alone when 
hardly any of the processed foods on store shelves to- 
day are free from harmful additives? It is in the name 
of improving color or flavor or freshness that such addi- 
tives are used, but many are definitely harmful to the 
health of the people. 

Coal-tar dyes used for years to put color into oranges, 
candies, soft drinks, butter and oleo have proved to be 
injurious to health. But the desire for financial gain 
overrules every other consideration, even the health of 
one’s fellow man. How many today are physically 
handicapped, or ailing and sick, as a result of the con- 
sumption over the years of processed foods containing 
harmful poisons, only God Himself knows. 

The day of reckoning will come when the ledgers 
will be opened, revealing the tragedy of suffering and 
pain, the direct result of food processing. Will those 
responsible for thus contributing to the ills of millions 
plead business and competitive practices as their ex- 
cuse for what they have done? Will such a plea avail 
before Him who places truth and honesty and love of 
neighbor above personal profit? Surely the Lord, who 
demands that “thou shalt not have in thy bag divers 
weights,” will not hold guiltless those who purport to 
supply nutritious foods, yet in processing them, and in 
order to augment their profits, use preservatives which 
are deleterious to the human system. Hosea the Pro- 
phet expressed it well when he declared of such mer- 
chants, “The balances of deceit are in his hand.” 








Spiritual Perils 





CnrIisTIANs firmly versed in apostolic teaching are well 
aware of the activities of satanic perverters who seek 
to twist and emasculate the basic tenets of their faith. 
Through the manifold manifestations of occultism, 
unseen spirits inspired by the Adversary strive tire- 
lessly to warp the thinking of unwary multitudes and 
wean them away from sound Bible doctrine. 

The danger is always that of over-complacency. It is 
so easy to file knowledge of occultism and its ap- 
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proaches in a mental compartment and leave it to 
accumulate dust. But the demonic spirits are tireless 
and persistent, fiendishly clever, and ever casting about 
for a fresh twist or new guise for their falsehoods. 
Unceasing vigilance is vital if the believer hopes to 
keep abreast of their activities. 

A recent article in the magazine These Times force- 
fully underscores this point. In it Mr. J. A. Buckwalter, 
who has devoted many years to research in the field of 
the occult, directs attention to the tremendous rise in 
spiritualism in recent years until it now claims seventy 
million adherents. This striking increase, Mr. Buck- 
walter demonstrates, has been greatly accelerated by 
certain wily changes in spiritualistic teaching which 
make it more attractive and palatable to the vast num- 
ber of Christians whose faith is derived from the effete 
preachments of Modernism. Where formerly the spirits 
and spiritualists more or less ignored the Bible, or even 
attacked it, they have now adopted a more kindly atti- 
tude toward the Scriptures. Mr. Buckwalter writes: 

“A number of the spirits and spiritualists seem to be tak- 
ing the position that the Bible was actually spirit-written 
and that the apostles received their instruction from the 
spirit world the same as a modern medium, clairvoyant, or 
spirit writer would receive his instructions from the spirit 
world. The claim is that these writings came from the spirits 
themselves and that consequently the spirits are the best 
interpreters of the Bible. This, of course, is a wholly new 
approach of recent origin and certainly has a much more 


subtle influence on Christendom than former attacks against 
the Bible.” 


Any Christian denomination which teaches the doc- 
trine of the natural immortality of the soul has already 
accepted the foundation of spiritualism. Once this is 
done, it is an easy second step to the belief that com- 
munication with departed souls is possible as they con- 
tinue their evolutionary progress in the hereafter. 
Fraternization with spiritualism is doubly easy when 
the Christian group has apostatized to the point of re- 
jecting: the blood-atonement of Jesus Christ, for in this 
they are likewise in harmony with spiritualist teaching. 

Spiritualism and Biblical Christianity, on the other 
hand, are diametrically opposed and utterly incompat- 
ible. Far from teaching that immortality is a natural, 
inherent attribute of man, the Scriptures declare in the 
clearest possible terms that it is the gift of God and 
attainable only through Jesus Christ. Only one gate- 
way, one Way, leads to eternal life — the pathway 
provided by God through the Calvary sacrifice, the re- 
mission of sins through faith in the atoning blood of 
the Lamb. Whoever seeks eternal life through any 
other device is a victim of “cunning fables” and cap- 
tivating falsehood. 

Deception by satanic truth-twisters is impossible so 
long as the Christian stands firm on the rock of Bib- 
lical doctrine and heeds the admonishments of the 
apostles. It is inevitable that the subtle perversions of 
the Adversary will win many to the pseudo-faiths which 
abound today — the bloodless, futile emasculations of 
Christianity which cloak their vapid, sterile philoso- 
phies in the guise of Bible terminology. But a knowl- 
edge of the Bible’s position on occultism in its many 
manifestations, combined with a healthy respect for the 
infernal wiliness of seducing spirits, will enable the 
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believer to walk safely amid the spiritual perils of these 
latter days.

India and the UN 





THE INDIAN DELEGATE to the United Nations, Mr. V. K. 
Krishna Menon, urged before the steering committee 
of the UN that Red China be admitted to member- 
ship. He maintained that the events in Asia were not 
relevant to this issue in defending the position he took 
in pressing for the acceptance of Chinese membership. 

If evil aggression, murder and the practice of all 
forms of cruelty in the disturbance of peace through- 
out the entire East, including the invasion of Indian 
territory, is no bar to membership in the UN, the 
sooner the United States withdraws from this organ- 
ization, and gets the UN out of the United States, the 
better for all concerned. 

When India’s Krishna Menon sees in the invasion 
of his own country by aggressive Communist Chinese 
forces no cause against fellowshiping with them in the 
UN, it only emphasizes how absolutely devoid of prin- 
ciple according to Christian standards some of the 
members of this organization are. The UN has already 
demonstrated its helplessness to prevent determined 
aggression against defenseless peoples, such as the Rus- 
sian butchery in Hungary and the Chinese attack upon 
Tibet. Krishna Menon, in supporting the endeavor of 
the Red Chinese to shoot their way into the UN, re- 
veals the possibility of the ultimate domination of the 
deliberations of this organization by the ungodly. 
When and if the United States becomes so circum- 
scribed by UN rulings that our nation becomes sub- 
servient to its deliberations, the Menons and those of 
like mind could, under certain conditions, so domi- 
nate jthe situation that freedom of action on our part 
as a nation could very likely pass away. Furthermore, 
our election to support the cause of righteousness could 
be completely nullified by unprincipled men. 

The Lord has always severely condemned His people 
for entering into alliances with other nations. Never 
before in our history as a nation, however, has there 
been such a web of entangling intrigue ensnarled 
around us as there is now because of our membership 
in the UN. We lost the Korean war fighting in behalf 
of this organization and we shall continue to fall short 
in our endeavor to champion the cause of righteous- 
ness so long as this ungodly partnership continues, for 
God will not prosper our nation while we attempt to 
come to agreement with unrighteous men. Referring 
to these unholy alliances, Isaiah the Prophet declared: 


“And your covenant with death shall be disannulled, and 
your agreement with hell shall not stand; when the over- 
flowing scourge shall pass through, then ye shall be trodden 
down by it.” (Isa. 28: 18.) 


The overflowing scourge to which the prophet refers, 
that will destroy the unholy alliance, will be brought 
about by the outbreak of World War III. Then, as 
stated in the verse prior to the above quotation, this 
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refuge of lies — that is, the United Nations — will 
be completely swept away and the deceptive founda- 
tion on which that organization was built will be ex- 
posed for all to behold. 
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The Elusive Peace 








DemocraT and Republican party leaders are harping 
on peace as the one national objective most desirable 
and an issue that will become prominent in the 1960 
campaign. Candidates for both parties are expected to 
stress this as being of paramount importance. What is 
being overlooked, however, is that peace with honor 
and justice is indeed desirable but that peace with a 
price tag attached, no matter how well hidden, de- 
grades a nation. Unfortunately the trend is to stress 
peace for the sake of cessation of war and, if necessary, 
at the cost of appeasement which, in its fullness, is sur- 
render of principle. 

Never in the history of our nation have we needed 
statesmen to lead this people more than now, men 
actuated by principle and not influenced by expedi- 
ency, men of undoubted character, God-fearing, daunt- 
less in the face of an aggressive foe, men unafraid of 
evil threats, willing to go forward in the strength and 
knowledge of the Divine overruling that will support 
a national stand for righteousness, whether it means 
peace or leads to war, if need be, in defense of its prin- 
ciples and ideals. 

We are living in the most critical period in all hu- 
man history and, as much as we are in opposition to 
armed conflict when it can be avoided, we must not 
surrender the rights and traditions of our Christian 
heritage, nor turn aside from righteousness to secure 
a dubious peace. The price of peace under such condi- 
tions is far too high to pay. 


The Psalmist declared: 


“Mercy and truth are met together; righteousness and 
peace have kissed each other.” (Ps. 85: 10.) 


Thus, to extol peace as an abstract objective without 
the restraint of mercy or the practice of truth is to 
overlook what really constitutes peace. Peace is, in fact, 
a way of life and the price of the privilege of walking 
in that way may find those who seek it compelled to 
accept the hardships of war in order to prepare the 
way for the attainment of its blessings. | 

Let us not overlook the fact that at His coming 
Jesus Christ is going to bring about the establishment 
of world-wide peace, but not without conflict. Describ- 
ing the Lord as He returns triumphantly to earth 
again, John declares that He is “Faithful and True, 
and in righteousness he doth judge and make war” 
(Rev. 19: 11). If our national leaders and the political 
heads of the major parties overlook this fact — that 
peace without righteousness is a surrender to the forces 
of evil — their campaign in the interest of such a peace 
will only serve to snuff out the light formerly held 
high to guide all who seek surcease from strife to come 
to this great land. 
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ern Germany at the time of the 1918 revolution 

when Bavaria, throwing off the yoke of Prussia, be- 
came an independent state. The first sign that this had 
occurred was made evident dramatically when a guard 
marched into the underground fort (where 80 British 
airmen were held prisoner) and, tearing off the badge 
from his helmet, trampled the emblem of Prussia into 
the ground with his heel.

The Dancing Bear 


These recollections were awakened on seeing the 
cover picture on a recent issue of Newsweek, portray- 
ing the bear which is now accepted as the emblem of 
West Berlin. Editorial comment stated: “The ‘dancing 
bear,’ adopted as Free Berlin’s emblem in 1948, has 
been part of the city’s name (Baer-lin) and coat of arms 
since the days of Albrecht the Bear, a warrior who con- 
quered the area in the twelfth century. Cover photo 
was shot off one of Berlin’s highway markers.” 


In this connection it is not without significance that, 
in a House of Commons debate on German rearma- 
ment, the Rt. Hon. Shinwell, M.P., clashed with the 
War Minister when he maintained: 


“I am opposed to Western Germany having atomic weap- 
ons. Before long they will be more effectively armed than 
we are. Quite frankly I would rather have the Russian men- 
ace with the possibility of a peaceful settlement some day 
than have a Germany rearmed and a resurgence of German 
militarism.” 


Compelled into Contiguity 


The implication of this emergent situation is made 
clear by W. J. Brown, in The People’s Guardian, when 
he writes: 


“Khrushchev wants the Allies out of Berlin. Get them out 
and Berlin would be an island surrounded by a surging 
Communist sea. Ever since the exchange of visits Khrushchev 
has made it publicly clear that whilst he is prepared to nat- 
ter about dates and whatnot, the upshot of it is to get a 
Western withdrawal from Berlin. Otherwise he will con- 
clude a separate peace treaty with the East German Govern- 
ment and leave the Western Powers with nobody to deal 
with except that Government, which will merely be a ‘cover’ 
for the Russians. 
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“KKHRUSHCHEV WILL COMPEL THE EAST AND WEST GERMANS 
INTO CONTIGUITY. AND OUT OF THAT CONTIGUITY HE LOOKS 
LATER ON TO A UNITED GERMANY WHICH WILL BE COMMUNIST. 
The French and Italian positions would then become im- 
possible and Europe would have gone.” 


Communism and Mahomedanism 


Moreover, W. J. Brown makes a striking comparison 
when, in conclusion, he asserts: 


“There has been no parallel to what is happening in the 
world since the days of Mahomet. Communism, as Mahome- 
danism, is a religion which sets its objectives as wide as the 
world. Like Mahomedanism it is a religion of the sword and 
the book. You could get agreement with the Mahomedans all 
right but only on their terms. You accepted their faith and 
their overlordship, or, off with your head! Between Mahome- 
dans — the faithful — faith must be kept. But as regards 
non-Mahomedans — the infidels — no moral restraints need 
be observed. It is thus between the Communist and the non- 
Communist worlds. ‘Communists,’ said Bulganin, ‘only make 
agreements which serve the interests of Communism.’ 

“FRANKLY, I FEAR AGREEMENT MORE THAN I FEAR DISAGREE- 
MENT. AGREEMENT CAN BE BOUGHT ONLY AT A PRICE WHICH 
THE WEST CANNOT AFFORD TO PAY.” 


Invasion Training Techniques 


Bearing in mind the attempts being made to merge 
or pull West B (a)erlin into the Soviet orbit, one reads 
with some concern reports such as those which follow. 

Thus, in a description of NATO exercises at Sylt in 
October last, News Chronicle reporter George Vine de- 
clares: 


“Military trucks laden with troops in camouflage battle- 
dress splashed ashore from landing ships here today as the 
Germans carried out their first amphibious landing exercise 
since they practiced for the invasion of Britain 19 years ago. 
The German naval frogmen cleared the approaches to the 
beach. The Germans are thorough learners. They followed 
completely the British and American techniques learned the 
hard way in the years between Salerno and Dieppe. And the 
importance the Germans attach to the amphibious squadron 
is shown by the appointment of Otto Kretchmer, the U-boat 
ace of the last war, one of their outstanding officers, to com- 
mand it.” 


New eAfrica Korps 


It is hardly to be wondered at that alarm became 
vocal once again in the British House of Commons, 
following the announcement by the West German De- 
fense Minister, that the West German army would be 
issued with new sand-colored hot-climate uniforms. In 
a press interview, the Rt. Hon. Stephen Swingler, M.P., 
declared: 


“I know the German Generals. They want rocket bases 
and anything they can get. And, of course, they want an 
Africa Korps too. This is the first real evidence of it. And 
I want to know to what extent NATO plans to use German

forces outside Europe. If they don’t envisage using them out- 
side Europe, then why are they going to get this new equip- 
ment? Of course, the answer is that we are all pals together 
and that everyone in NATO must be prepared for any 
emergency. This merely proves what many of us said years 
ago that, once the process of German rearmament was 
started, it would be impossible to stop it.” 


Germans in Egypt 


The scene shifts now to the Mideast arena where 
signs of German resurgence have not passed unnoticed. 
As the Daily Express Editor puts it in his preamble to 
a special correspondent’s dispatch: “It is two years 
since Nasser’s sensitive Government would allow a 
Daily Express man into Egypt. Now Richard Killian 
is there to report on the new sinister trends, and Nas- 
ser’s new friends.” Thus Richard Killian tells his 
story: 

“The gaudy neon sign dominating the murky Nile tells 
the story in letters ten feet high. It spells out the sinister 
name — KRUPP. The Germans have finally reached the 
Nile. The shaky Egyptian economy must accept any offer 
from almost any quarter. At least with the Germans, Egypt 
can expect quality goods delivered on time. There is deep 
disillusionment with Russian and other Iron Curtain pro- 
ducts. This is the most striking change on Egypt’s ancient 
face noticed by me. The Iron Curtain cannot provide con- 
sumer goods for Egypt. Germany can and intends to do so 
at a price which will ensure that it gets and keeps a tradi- 
tionally Anglo-French market.” 


eA Prusso-Russian Combine 


Can anyone fairly complain at the consolidation of 
normal trade relations between Germany and Egypt? 
Of course not. But viewed with other relevant factors 
in the unfolding picture, there is obviously more be- 
hind the arrival of Krupps in Egypt than meets the 
eye. 

Even in days before the infamous Ribbentrop-Molo- 
tov treaty, there existed in Germany a powerful clique 
aiming at the creation of a combination between Prus- 
sia and Russia for the domination of the world. Prus- 
sians have always felt confident that their brain power 
would be the dominant force in a combination of this 
nature. Russians have felt equally convinced that they 
could captivate Prussian brilliance and bend it to the 
furtherance of their own advantage. It is not generally 
appreciated that the scientists largely responsible for 
the success of Soviet space satellites were “taken over” 
when the Nazi research station at Penemunde was cap- 
tured by the Soviet armies. 

Perhaps, of all the twists and turns in this tortuous 
picture, the strangest of all is the way in which the sud- 
den decision of Ben Gurion to woo the Germans be- 
came the immediate cause of his resignation as Prime 
Minister of the Israeli government. One can imagine 
the Israelis buying arms from Germany, but to advo- 
cate the sale of Israeli arms to Germany is a proposal 
which even the most cynical-minded opportunist must 
find it hard to stomach. It is hardly to be wondered at 
that the Arabs should complain that the Holy Land 
has now become an unholy land. 
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eA Rising Force 


Following a personal interview with Ben Gurion in 
Jerusalem, the Editor of The Jewish Observer makes 
the following attempt to explain this fantastic situa- 
tion: 

“When he handed in his resignation as Prime Minister 
because four coalition partners voted against the sale of 
Israeli arms to West Germany, Ben Gurion said: “This split 
has, in my profound conviction, been the cause of grave in- 
jury to Israel’s international standing.’ But Ben Gurion's 
critics have accused him of forgetting too soon the terrible 
things which the Germans did to the Jews. To this Ben 
Gurion replies angrily that he has negotiated with the West 
Germans precisely because he has remembered. For this was 
no casual business transaction. It was a deliberate step taken 
to break out from the diplomatic isolation which has dogged 
Israel’s existence. Who could have conceived such a trans- 
action 15 years ago? 

“GERMANY, IN HIS EYES, IS A RISING FORCE IN THE MIDDLE 
East. SHE HAS NOT LOST HER POPULARITY AMONG THE ARABS. 
THE MERE FACT THAT GERMANY BOUGHT ARMS FROM ISRAEL 
WOULD HAVE A TREMENDOUS IMPACT ON THE ARAB WORLD.” 


Jon Kimche seems to take flight even further from 
the realm of fact to that of wish fulfillment when he 
avers: 


“Reports from Baghdad and Cairo confirm this. That 
Germany should buy Israeli arms has had a sobering effect 
on increasing talk of another showdown with Israel. It sud- 
denly stopped after the arms deal news became known.” 


Without controversy, before reports of this character 
could be accepted as constituting confirmation, it 
would be necessary to ascertain from what “inspired” 
source they were derived. To anyone familiar with the 
keenness of Arab mentality, it is far more likely that, 
on hearing such news, they would assume that the 
minds of Jews and Germans alike had temporarily 
gone haywire. It would require more than ordinary 
ingenuity to invent any truly logical reason for sup- 
posing that Western Germany would need to buy arms 
from Israel. A shrewd observer will naturally conclude 
that there is more behind this move than is openly 
apparent. 

However, Jon Kimche lets the cat out of the bag for 
us when finally he arrives at the following astonishing 
conclusion: 


“But when all logical arguments have been advanced the 
real clash still remains. It is Ben Gurion’s determination to 
create a new Jew in Israel who thinks, reacts and acts differ- 
ently from the Jew who was never really independent. Can 
Ben Gurion carry through this calculated attempt to look 
to the future rather than the past? 


eA Psychological Shock 


“The young Israelis are with him. But they tend perhaps 
to minimize the psychological shock for the European Jew 
whose memories of Belsen and Auschwitz are not easily 
erased. Nevertheless, it is already clear that Ben Gurion’s 
determination to broaden the base of Israel’s security will 
have the support of the majority of Israelis, who say that 
survival is more important than memories.”

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pened at the Great Pyramid during the five hun- 

dred years or so after Al Mamoun’s abortive treas- 
ure hunt in 820 a.p. Other Caliphs went there for a very 
different purpose. Discovering that its polished limestone 
casing stones made excellent building material, they started 
stripping them off systematically and, after shaping and re- 
moving sharp angles, transported them to Cairo for the 
erection of mosques and palaces. Probably some of the last 
went, in about the year 1354, for the building of the Sultan 
Hasan mosque — the premier mosque which stands in Mo- 
hammed Ali Square, near the Citadel. 


Consequently the glory of the Great Pyramid disappeared 
and only its core of terraced masonry remained. A moun- 
tain of chippings and stone fragments, piled up against its 
northern face, buried Al Mamoun’s entrance and reached 
up almost to the broken doorway of the Descending Passage. 


Ost" THIS STAGE it is well to have in mind what hap- 


The first Englishman of note to carry out a scientific in- 
vestigation of the Great Pyramid was John Greaves, Sa- 
vilian Professor of Astronomy at Oxford. Visiting it in 1638, 
he took careful measurements of the exterior and much of 
the interior and noted with great precision the dimensions 
of the King’s Chamber and Coffer. His book, published a 
few years later, entitled Pyramidographia, remained a 
standard work of reference for two centuries or more. It was 
by delving into this book that Sir Isaac Newton was led to 
observe that both the common Egyptian cubit and the 
sacred Hebrew cubit had been employed as standard meas- 
ures in the design of the Great Pyramid. As a result of his 
measurements and calculations, Greaves was able to present 
a remarkably true outline of the Great Pyramid’s passages 
and chambers, as is evident from a sectional elevation that 
appears in his book. 

In 1763, a former British Consul of Algiers, Nathaniel 
Davison, being lowered by a rope, explored the Well Shaft. 
Descending some 56 feet, he came to the Grotto, a chamber 
15 feet long, 4 to 5 feet wide, and, continuing downward 
for a further 99 feet, found the passage blocked with rub- 
bish. It was this explorer who first, so far as we know, en- 
tered the lowest of the five Chambers of Construction built 
over the King’s Chamber as a buffer to protect it in case of 


subsidence. He entered by a hole at the top of the Grand 
Gallery that evidently had been tunnelled by early custo- 
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dians of the Great Pyramid, possibly to discover if injury 
had been incurred by an earthquake. 


In 1799 certain French scientists, among them Colonel 
Coutelle, M. de Pere and J. Jomard, made the first trigono- 
metrical survey of the site of the Great Pyramid, and laid 
bare its northeastern and northwestern corner sockets to 
make possible an accurate measurement of its base. An- 
other Frenchman, M. Caviglia, in 1817, succeeded in clear- 
ing out the lower end of the Well Shaft. 


A new chapter in Great Pyramid research opened in 1837 
with the arrival there of Colonel Howard Vyse. Besides 
opening up the air channels in the King’s Chamber, explor- 
ing all five of its Chambers of Construction, he cleared 
away, at great personal expense, the mountain of rubbish 
that had accumulated against the Great Pyramid’s north 
face, and, in so doing, uncovered two of its original casing 
stones that had not been disturbed. The importance of this 
find will be appreciated in a moment. In due course Colo- 
nel Vyse published a full account of his investigations in 
three volumes, entitled Pyramids of Gizeh, a copy of which 
came into the hands of a London scientific instrument 
maker, John Taylor. 


John Taylor had never visited the Great Pyramid, but 
for thirty years had been collecting and comparing pub- 
lished accounts of its measurements and had formed the 
theory that its height in proportion to its base circuit was, 
as the radius of a circle to its circumference, or, as 1 is to 
its Pi ratio, viz., 3.1416. The theoretical angle giving this 
proportion, he calculated, should be 51° 51’ 14.3”; but this 
awaited confirmation from the Great Pyramid itself and, 
up to then, no satisfactory data had been forthcoming. 

In Colonel Howard Vyse’s book, ‘Taylor found the answer 
to his problem. ‘I'wo engineers had carefully measured the 
angle of the casing stones, the one by a clinometer, the 
other by computing from the linear measurements of their 
sides, and while the first gave 51° 50’, the second gave 51° 
52’ 15”, the mean being, within a few seconds of a degree, 
that of his theoretical angle. 

John Taylor’s researches, published in 1859, led Pro- 
fessor C. Piazzi Smyth, Astronomer Royal for Scotland, to 
visit Egypt during the winter of 1864-1865, and carry out 
a detailed survey of the Great Pyramid. In doing so, he not 
only confirmed Taylor’s hypothesis, referred to above, but

found what seemed even more remarkable, that its exterior 
measurements embody the dimensions and motions of the 
earth and its orbit.

As Smyth proceeded in his researches, it dawned upon 
him that the base circuit of the Great Pyramid was in- 
tended to represent 36,524 units of measurement, the num- 
ber of days in 100 solar years. 

Smyth also confirmed Taylor’s contention, and what 
Greaves and Sir Isaac Newton had claimed one hundred 
and fifty to two hundred years previously, that both the 
common Egyptian cubit and the sacred Hebrew cubit occur 
as standards of measurement in the Great Pyramid. He 
also submitted that its real unit is the Polar diameter inch, 
a one five hundred millionth part of the earth’s axis of rota- 
tion — an inch actually 1.001 times larger than the British 
inch, 25 of which comprise the sacred cubit.* One example 
of the occurrence of this sacred cubit noted by him was in 
the measurement of each base side — 9131 Polar diameter 
inches being equivalent to 365.24 such cubits. 

Later on in this book we shall show how close Piazzi 
Smyth’s hypothetical measurements were — those regarded 
by him as intentionally designed by the architect — to those 
ascertained in the most exact survey later undertaken by 
Sir Flinders Petrie. 

The contention that the Pyramid inch — Polar diameter 
inch — and the sacred cubit are integral parts of the 
Earth’s Axis is further supported by Hayford’s recently ac- 
cepted determination that the length of the Polar Axis is 
7,900.0 miles.

When standing a short distance away from any of its 
sides, one at once observes a course of masonry, at about 
a quarter the height of the Great Pyramid from its base, 
much thicker than those below or above it. Actually, the 
axis of this 35th course, which is 50 inches in thickness, is 
1162.6 P. inches above the base; and at this height its peri- 
meter measures eight times 3652.42 P. inches; so that a 


rectangle is defined 3652.4 P. inches by 1162.6 P. inches. 


Without knowing it, says David Davidson, “Smyth had 


| discovered from the Great Pyramid the origin of the an- 





cient Egyptian systems of linear and surface measures”; for 
this rectangle defines the ancient Egyptian unit of area — 
an Aurora. “This is not to say that the Egyptians derived 
their systems of measures from the Great Pyramid. Both 
were the expression of a system of geometrical science cur- 
rent during a period of civilization that preceded the dawn 
of Egyptian dynastic history.” 
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Another important discovery made by Piazzi Smyth was 
that the base of the Great Pyramid reveals the long period 
of the “Precession of the equinoxes’” — the slow reeling 
movement like the wobble of a top which needs a cycle of 
nearly 26,000 years to complete. The two diagonals of the 
base added together — 1291314 plus 1291314 = 25,827 P. 
inches — on the scale of an inch for a year, represent the 
period in question. 
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When engaged upon these researches, in 1865, Professor 
Smyth received a letter from Robert Menzies, a shipbuilder 
of Leith, suggesting that the Great Pyramid’s Passage sys- 
tem symbolically represented God’s plan of redemption, as 
revealed in the Bible. Briefly his main points were as fol- 
lows: 
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The Long Descending Passage — stands for the down- 
ward course of unregenerate man leading to the Pit, i.e., 
destruction. 


The First Ascending Passage — beginning with the Exo- 
dus, represents the Mosaic Dispensation — Israel under the 
Law. 


Low Passage to Queen’s Chamber — the Jews, uncon- 
verted, still under the Law. 


Sudden Rise of Roof at commencement of Grand Gal- 
lery — Birth of Jesus Christ (later regarded as representing 
His Crucifixion). 


The Well, its mouth burst open — Christ’s Resurrection. 

The Grand Gallery — The Christian Dispensation. 

Narrow Passages leading to King’s Chamber — final 
period of Judgment at the end of the age, to precede the 
establishment of Christ’s Kingdom on earth. 


This interpretation, which rapidly gained acceptance, 
soon embraced another, viz., that the lengths of the passages 
had a chronological significance, the time-scale employed 
being an inch for a solar year. Commencing at the Exodus, 
the first Ascending Passage, on this scale, had ended with 
the first coming of Christ; the Grand Gallery, commencing 
with the Crucifixion, would end early in the Twentieth 
Century when the Low Passages leading to the King’s 
Chamber would be entered. 


Meanwhile, other investigators came to the Great Pyra- 
mid, foremost among them being a brilliant young Egyp- 
tologist, Flinders Petrie (afterwards Sir Flinders Petrie) 
who, in 1880-1882, with instruments of greatest precision, 
carried out a most exhaustive and accurate survey, a pub- 
lished account of which, entitled “The Pyramids and 
Temples of Gizeh,” appeared the following year. 


While Petrie’s measurements largely confirmed those of 
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Piazzi Smyth, nevertheless, he entirely rejected the latter’s 
conclusions. He found no evidence of solar-year geometry 
in the Great Pyramid’s construction; no evidence of Divine 
inspiration, or of any prophecy, chronological or otherwise; 
in fact, the Great Pyramid, in his view, was purely a human 
conception and, like other Egyptian pyramids, had been 
built as a tomb for a king. | 

Petrie’s book was at once accepted in intellectual circles. 





It received the patronage of the Royal Society; and today 
his views are the orthodox teaching of universities, train- 
ing colleges and encyclopedias. At one stroke, Petrie, so it 
was believed, had completely demolished the fanatical ideas 
of Piazzi Smyth and his following. 

But were Smyth and his school so mistaken? Have his 
theories proved erroneous? We shall see.

From a study of the prophecy of Zechariah (chapters 
12 to 14) regarding the last great battle to rage around 
Jerusalem, the impression is that Judah will be fighting 
against Judah. Perhaps this psychological shock is go- 
ing to penetrate more deeply and cause a critical cleav- 
age far greater than anyone at present imagines. 


Jews Against Jews 


Already news is to hand of serious fighting between 
Moroccan Jews and European Jews in Haifa. Using 
“molotov cocktails,” revolvers and torches, the mob 
shouted against Ben Gurion. As the Daily Mail reports 
it: “At dawn (Aug. 3, 1959) the mob burned down the 
local headquarters of the trade unions. They used iron 
bars and incendiary bombs in attacks on police and 
firemen. Gangs battled all the week end. The author- 
ities regard the disturbances as especially dangerous as 
propaganda leaflets have been circulated calling for a 


revolt by all Oriental Jews and civil war against all 
Europeans. Moroccan immigrants are incited by an 
underground terror group seeking to overthrow the 
Ben Gurion government, police said.” 


Again under the headline, “Jews Accuse Jews in Is- 
raeli Race Riots,’ a News Chronicle reporter in Tel 
Aviv states: “The Israeli Cabinet, which is now carry- 
ing on only as a caretaker government, is facing a 
paradoxical situation; charges of racial discrimination 
by Jews against Jews in a Jewish State! In an emer- 
gency session today, the Cabinet discussed a wave of 
riots and disturbances spreading throughout the coun- 
try. Self-appointed leaders of these immigrants blame 
the ruling Askenazi Jews. “We are more than a million 
and 60 per cent of the Jew population of Israel, but 
because we are Sephardi Jews we are treated as second- 
class citizens,’ they complain. They lead their followers 
against the police, setting fire to houses and cars and 
Government offices. The Government is discussing the 
sternest security measures.” 
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ussia’s Middle Eastern objectives remain the 

R same. No really effective control of disarmament 

is yet under serious discussion. It is still improb- 

able that any effective methods would be accepted by 
Russia. 


The Summit conference is continually postponed 
and, if this is a political annoyance to the British gov- 
ernment, it is a relief to others who fear that an inde- 
cisive or unsuccessful conference would increase ten- 
sion. It is felt by many statesmen that the present drift 
is probably safer and better than a conference which 
forced issues now quietly shelved — at least for the 
present. 


So far as aggressive Communism is concerned, China 
is still by far the most active factor. No moderation is 
yet to be noticed in her attitudes and, if anything, she 
tends toward increasing fanaticism. Nevertheless, de- 
spite this, she still does not dare to make any positive 
move which would risk American retaliation and 
America’s Far Eastern policy continues to be wholly 
justified by events. 


There is a certain amount of information from Mos- 
cow which suggests that the Soviet Union may not be 
quite so strong as its leaders boast. This possibility 
should not be exaggerated and this Service would de- 
precate any tendency to over-optimism on the subject. 
Nevertheless, on the basis of the information which 
reaches us, we think it justifiable to examine the evi- 
dence as to whether Soviet policy and strategy are to 
some extent hampered by certain disabilities which 
Moscow has not yet resolved and which it tries to con- 
ceal. 


If Khrushchev fails to produce manifest and sub- 
stantial success for Soviet policy and strategy from his 
now almost desperate negotiations with the West, his 
position may be very awkward indeed. There is every 
indication of something being wrong in Russia. Whe- 
ther this will be a contribution to peace or whether it 
may turn out to be a dangerous factor — should 
Khrushchev become really desperate — remains to be 
seen. Khrushchev, by all available means of propa- 
ganda, is trying to persuade everyone — and not least 
his own colleagues — that he is clearly well on the way 
to spectacular diplomatic achievements; in particular 
that his trip to America was the beginning of a great 
metamorphosis in world affairs and the position of the 
Soviet Union. 


The Kremlin’s propagandists have been busily tell- 
ing fantastic stories about the visit, Khrushchev’s 
“Thirteen days in the U.S.A. that shook the world,” 
about the West’s homage to the great statesman’s efforts 
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in search of peace, and about his endeavors “from a 
pure heart” to turn a new page of history. 

The misuse of the term “The Spirit of Camp David” 
by propaganda in aid of the personal glorification of 
Khrushchev has given it a bad meaning. So much so 
that it is now widely regarded in Europe as a Com- 
munist slogan denoting a Kremlin gain over the West, 
no less unfortunate than was implied in the catch- 
words about the “spirits” of Yalta, Potsdam and 
Geneva at different times. President Eisenhower was 
presumably aware of this when he as good as dissoci- 
ated himself from it at his press conference on Novem- 
ber 5. Replying to a question which had referred to 
the “Camp David spirit,” he said he was “not certain 
what the phrase means,” for at Camp David he had 
merely “talked in generalities” with Khrushchev. 

Khrushchev has promised to be flexible in his nego- 
tiations with the West. There is nothing new in this. 
He has said so before, repeating in fact merely what 
Stalin and Lenin used to say as often as they had an 
opportunity. Thus, lecturing on practical Leninism, 
Stalin once put it in this form: “. . . to effect a proper 
retreat when the enemy is strong .. . is to gain time, 
to demoralize him and to accumulate forces in order 
to resume the offensive again... . Bolsheviks know that 
under certain conditions compromises and agreements 
are necessary and useful.” 

The people around Khrushchev are taking good care 
that his words, which are sometimes intended for 
Western rather than Russian ears, should not be mis- 
understood by comrades who have their jobs to do in 
foreign countries, or by somebody or other at home. 
For example, his recent speech on foreign policy in the 
Supreme Soviet, duly reported in the kindest possible 
rendering by most of the Western press, was followed 
almost within a few hours by a statement in Problems 
of Peace and Socialism, the ideological guide for Com- 
munists in the Soviet Union and outside. 

Said Problems of Peace and Socialism: “. . . there can 
be no peaceful co-existence with capitalism in the ideo- 
logical field. The Communists will continue their fight. 
In politics it is possible and necessary at times to make 
some reasonable allowances to the other side’s point of 
view. This applies also to economic relations. But he 
who thinks that any concessions of an ideological char- 
acter might be forthcoming from us is thoroughly mis- 
taken. Is it feasible that Communists could abandon 
the struggle for the triumph of the dictatorship of the 
proletariat? No, it is not. For the slightest relenting on 
this score would be equal to prolonging the capitalist 
order. Is it possible for Communists to abandon their 
struggle for the liquidation of private capitalist owner- 
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ship? No, it is not. For this would be as good as agree- 
ing to the perpetuation of the exploitation of man 
and the continued existence of classes. . . . Some bour- 
geois leaders imply to Communists that they expect 
concessions from them on these issues as a kind of se- 
curity for agreeing to peaceful co-existence. There can 
be no compromise here. For our ideology stands by 
the indisputable fact that the establishment of a Com- 
munist society in the whole world is inevitable.” 


“Peaceful co-existence,” Khrushchev assures the 
West, is the cornerstone of Soviet foreign policy as laid 
down by Lenin. Communism would not be imposed 
on others by force, for that, too, had been ruled out by 
the master. So says Mr. Khrushchev. But this is what 
Lenin actually said: 

The country where Communist rule was established 
already would: “. . . stand up against the rest of the 
world, the capitalist world, attracting to its cause the 
oppressed classes of other countries, raising revolts in 
those countries against the capitalists, and in the event 
of necessity coming out even with armed force against 
the exploiting classes and their states.” (Lenin, Selected 
Works, Vol. V.) 

“Peaceful co-existence,” the Kremlin’s ideological 
experts hold today, would provide better “opportuni- 
ties.” What they mean by this was once expounded by 
Stalin. It still holds good today. It was quite wrong, 
he said, to attach exaggerated importance to unanim- 
ity amongst the capitalists and imperialists on any par- 
ticular issue. It was as wrong to underrate the contra- 
dictions between them. “These contradictions do exist 
and it is on them that the activity of the Commissariat 
of Foreign Affairs rests... . The purpose of its whole 
existence is to take advantage of these contradictions 
and use them as the basis for maneuverings.” 


Peace, total disarmament, peaceful competition, 
friendship. Khrushchev is offering all this and much 
else, from “‘a pure heart,” to the West. He is calling on 
all “right-minded people” in the capitalist camp to 
“unmask” as the enemies of peace, and as saboteurs of 
the spirit of Camp David, all those who do not sub- 
scribe to what he, Khrushchev, is saying. Anything said 
or done in the West today in the sphere of defense is 
being promptly condemned and attacked by Moscow 
as aggressive, as rekindling the Cold War, intriguing 
against the easement of international tension, and so 
on and so forth. But it seems to be quite in order for 
Marshal Malinovski, Minister of Defense, to declare in 
a speech in the Red Square during the military parade 
which marked the October Revolution anniversary on 
November 7: “. . . As long as our proposals for dis- 
armament have not been accepted, as long as the 
numerous American military bases encircling the Soviet 
Union have not been liquidated, the Party and the 
Government regard it as their sacred duty to maintain 
our Armed Forces in a high state of readiness for 
battle... .” 

Whereas Khrushchev’s trip to the United States has 
in some respects, with the aid of a massive internal 
propaganda, done something to help his prestige, it 
has also brought him some unexpected difficulties in 
the top strata of Russian Communist leadership. The 
criticism against Khrushchev, which originates partic- 
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ularly with Suslov and Kirichenko (this is somewhat 
surprising as Kirichenko is a Ukranian and has been 
a close associate of Khrushchev) takes two lines. The 
first is open criticism of the vast amount of traveling 
which Khrushchev is undertaking. It is being said that 
this running after everybody is lowering the dignity of 
the Soviet Union. Stalin, it is pointed out, practically 
never traveled and was universally feared and re- 
spected. Khrushchev, on the other hand, is almost as 
much abroad as he is at home. One of the top men 
in the Soviet Government said a short time ago at a 
late hour during a reception at an Asian Embassy in 
Moscow that, in his opinion, Khrushchev was sinking 
to the levels of Segni and Pella. The Italians, he 
added, not being seriously taken by anyone, were 
clowning all over the international stage, always just 
after big decisions had been taken. Khrushchev, he 
went on to say, though not late, was also clowning, 
and was thus, in his view, lowering Soviet prestige. 
This kind of criticism in one form and another is being 
systematically spread all over Moscow. 

Another form of criticism — perhaps from the long 
term point of view more serious — arises from the fact 
that a number of the Communist leaders have been 
little out of Russia and have no more than a scant 
knowledge of international diplomacy. For them, diplo- 
macy is what Stalin did at Teheran, Yalta, and Pots- 
dam. In other words, negotiations should end in com- 
plete victory for the Soviet Union. These men do not 
realize that things have changed and that Khrushchev 
is unable to win success everywhere he goes. They 
therefore attack him for being a bad diplomat, or for 
lacking the necessary courage at international talks. 
This attitude may have its dangers, since it builds up 
behind Khrushchev’s back a pressure which may be- 
come more and more severe, and may finally push him 
into some reckless action. It certainly makes Russian 
concessions even more unlikely than they already are. 


The Chinese are encouraging this school of thought. 
The Chinese Embassy in Moscow is, indeed, an active 
source of this kind of criticism. It seems clear from in- 
formation available in Moscow that Khrushchev’s con- 
versations in Peking did not result in complete har- 
mony. Some Asian sources in Moscow seem to think 
that tension between the Soviet Union and China is 
tending to grow and that Chinese policy in Asia, in- 
cluding the Middle East, may become increasingly inde- 
pendent of that of the Soviet Union. 


The Chinese, it is said, are becoming convinced that 
they can carry out an independent policy in Asia while 
still receiving economic help from the Soviet Union, 
and that Russia is now more dependent on China than 
China is on Russia. Peking, therefore, is likely to try 
to improve the Chinese position during such time as 
Russia is still compelled to back China. 

Since 1955, when Mr. Khrushchev and Marshal Bul- 
ganin paid a formal visit to Afghanistan, Russia has 
done a great deal to advance her influence in that coun- 
try. About half of its foreign trade is with the Com- 
munist bloc. The Soviet Union provides a market for 
Afghan cotton, hides, etc., the major exports, at prices 
substantially higher than in the world market, and in

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HEN Old Testament truths 
\ \ are brought to bear upon a 

discussion of some aspect of 
the Bible, one is frequently con- 
fronted with a new variety of be- 
liever — one whose excuse for fail- 
ure to give heed to the writings of 
the prophets of the Lord is, “I am 
a New Testament Christian.” These 
individuals seem to be completely 
unmindful that it is impossible to 
divorce the teachings of the New 
Testament from the basic facts set 
forth in the Old Testament which 
is the very foundation upon which 
the reliability of all the New Testa- 
ment teachings rest, even the identi- 
fication of Jesus as the Christ. 


Babes in (Christ 


But even more important — and 
it would be amusing if it were not 
such a tragic mistake on their part 
— the boastful claim of so-called 
New Testament Christians of their 
ignorance of Old Testament teach- 
ings is an admission of spiritual im- 
maturity. Furthermore, they are con- 
demned by the very section of the 
Scriptures which they purport to up- 
hold. Paul calls them “babes in 
Christ” who must be fed with milk 
and not with meat (I Cor. 3: 1-2). 
He meant by this that they are in- 
capable of digesting the strong meat 
of deeper Scriptural teaching which 
would enable them to rightly divide 
the Word of Truth (II Tim. 2: 15). 


This appraisal, given under the 
inspiration of the Holy Spirit, makes 
it quite clear that there is a classi- 
fication among those who, having 
become Christians through the ac- 
ceptance of Jesus Christ as their per- 
sonal Saviour, have not only failed 
te grow in grace but to grow up 
into a full understanding of the 
whole truth of the Scriptures in their 
entirety. This would include a mas- 
tery of Bible history and prophecy, 
as well as a working knowledge of 
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the perfect laws of life contained in 
the Scriptures. 


eAble to Teach 


Speaking of Melchizedek, and re- 
ferring to Jesus Christ, who is High 
Priest forever after the Order of 
Melchizedek, Paul chided those 
whom he addressed as Christians, to 
whom he had much he would like to 
have said to them regarding the 
glorious Divine Person and His pur- 
poses, but their slowness of compre- 
hension prevented him from a fur- 
ther discussion of the subject. He 
made this observation: 


“For although from the length of 
your Christian experience you ought to 
be teaching others, you actually need 
someone to teach you over again the 
very elements of Christian truth, and 
you have come to need milk instead of 
solid food.” (Heb. 5: 12, Smith & Good- 
speed Trans.) 


We see from this that Paul ex- 
pected those of a few years’ Chris- 
tian experience to be able to instruct 
others (the only Scriptures they pos- 
sessed to study at that time were 
what we call the Old Testament). 
What would he say of professing 
Christians today who, after many 
years of opportunity to become 
familiar with the Scriptures, know 
little or nothing about the great 
truths taught in the Old Testament? 
Paul comments: 


“Anyone who is limited to milk is 
unacquainted with Christian teaching, 
for he is only an infant.” (Heb. 5: 13, 
Smith & Goodspeed Trans.) 


Knowing the Law 


Here Paul is severely condemning 
the Christian for his failure to be 
well-grounded in his belief, which 
can only come about when he ap- 
plies himself to understand the Old 
Testament. In the light of this state- 
ment by Paul, the great body of 
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church members today are but in- 
fants, unable to assimilate, for when 
the solid food of Scriptural teaching 
is given to them, spiritual indiges- 
tion is usually the result. But of 
those who do attain spiritual adult- 
hood Paul declared: 


“But full-grown men have a right to 
solid food, for their faculties are trained 
by practice to distinguish right and 
wrong.” (Heb. 5:14, Smith & Good- 
speed Trans.) 


When one asserts he is a New 
Testament Christian, it is a declara- 
tion of spiritual infantilism, includ- 
ing a tacit confession on his part of 
an incapability to make the distinc- 
tion between right and wrong which 
comes only through a knowledge of 
the justice and equity of the Law 
of the Lord. This failure to distin- 
guish between right and wrong ac- 
cording to Scriptural standards is 
clearly borne out in the lives of 
multitudes of Christians who daily 
violate the Divine injunctions per- 
taining to health, resulting in sick- 
ness, suffering and infirmities. When 
it comes to the weightier matters of 
the law pertaining to the practice of 
righteousness, their daily activities 
proclaim their complete ignorance 
of the Divine precepts which bear 
upon this aspect of Christian con- 
duct. 

Paul counseled those who are in- 
fants in Christ, the milk-fed Chris- 
tians who are unacquainted with 
the first principles of the oracles of 
God, to leave the elementary teach- 
ings of the doctrines of Christ and 
go on unto perfection; that is, ad- 
vance to maturity (Heb. 6: 1). Once 
Jesus Christ has been accepted as 
personal Saviour, to confine one’s 
spiritual conversation wholly to this 
subject, and not advance in the 
knowledge and understanding of the 
profound truths of the Old Testa- 
ment, will result in spiritual atro- 
phy rather than produce a well- 
integrated Christian. Actually there 
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is no standing still, for the percep- 
tive capacities of the Christian will 
either waste away through want of 
nourishment from the Word of God 
or he will grow up to maturity in 
understanding as the outcome of his 
diligent study of the whole Scrip- 
tures. 


Searching the Scriptures 


Let us examine the unsubstantial 
basis underlying the declaration of 
those who say they are New Testa- 
ment Christians and use this as an 
excuse for their lack of interest in 
Old Testament study. First and fore- 
most, when the New ‘Testament 
states that the early Christians 
searched the Scriptures daily to see 
whether or not these things were so 
(Acts 17: 11), it was not the New 
Testament to which they were refer- 
ring. They were searching the Old 
Testament since this was their Bible. 
There was no New Testament at 
that time. Therefore, in searching 
the Old Testament, they learned 
from its historical records and from 
its prophecies that the declarations 
of the Apostles concerning Jesus 
Christ were true; that is, He was the 
Messiah who was to come. 


Substantiating Evidence 


The early Christians also learned 
that Jesus Christ is the Redeemer 
of Israel as well as the Saviour of 
the world, and He is the coming 
King who will rule over His King- 
dom when it is restored in its full 
perfection upon the earth. Without 
knowledge of the words of the pro- 
phets regarding the marks of identi- 
fication by which the Messiah was 
to be known, there would be no 
evidence whatever to demonstrate 
that Jesus Christ was indeed the pre- 
dicted One who was to come and 
fulfill all that was foretold of Him. 


The foundation of the story the 
Bible tells is laid in the history of 
the Old Testament. This is con- 
cerned with the People of the Book 
— Israel (apart from Jewry) — the 
appointed race which was to be a 
blessing to all the families of the 
earth (Gen. 12: 1-3). Through both 
history and prophecy in the Bible 
the Christian learns how this re- 
sponsibility and destiny eventually 
devolved upon the Anglo-Saxon- 
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Celtic peoples — the modern Israel 
of God. 


The Old Testament gives the his- 
tory of the setting up of the King- 
dom of God on the earth, outlines 
the laws which were to be its consti- 
tution and become embodied in the 
Law of the Lord. It provides infor- 
mation concerning the lands His 
people were to occupy and the pro- 
visions which were to be made for 
the establishment of the throne of 
the Lord in their midst. 


The Throne of David 


When the Angel Gabriel told 
Mary that God would give unto 
Jesus the throne of His father 
David, how is it possible for a New 
Testament Christian to understand 
this without first reading about the 
covenant of perpetuity made with 
David regarding his house and his 
throne? The specific details of this 
vital development in the Divine 
plan can be found nowhere except 
in the Old Testament (II Sam. 7; 
Jer. 33: 14-26). 

What of the annunciation by the 
Angel to Mary that Jesus would 
reign over the House of Jacob for- 
ever? 


“Behold, thou shalt conceive in thy 
womb, and bring forth a son, and shalt 
call his name JEsus. He shall be great, 
and shall be called the Son of the High- 
est: and the Lord God shall give unto 
him the throne of his father David: 
and he shall reign over the house of 
Jacob for ever; and of ‘his kingdom 
there shall be no end.” (Luke 1: 31-33.) 


In this statement the Angel stated 
unequivocally that the Kingdom of 
our Lord is to be the House of 
Jacob. What can the New Testa- 
ment Christian know about the 
House of Jacob unless he turns to 
the Old Testament for his informa- 
tion? It is there alone that he will 
find out about the organization of 
the House of Jacob into the King- 
dom of God and the enduring cove- 
nant made with that Kingdom (Ex. 
19: 3-6). Because of sheer ignorance 
of the fact that the Kingdom of God 
was organized on earth at Mount 
Sinai and that the nations forming 
its nucleus are among us today, with 
the throne of David in their midst, 
the New Testament Christian at- 
tempts to spiritualize away the lit- 
eral existence of the Kingdom and 


throne of which Isaiah was speaking 
when he said: 


“Of the increase of his government 
and peace there shall be no end, upon 
the throne of David, and upon his king- 
dom, to order it, and to establish it 
with judgment and with justice from 
henceforth even for ever. The zeal of 
the Lord of hosts will perform this.” 
(Isa. 9: 7.) 


Law and Law 


Because of the failure of church 
leaders today, as the shepherds of 
His people (Ez. 34), to search all 
the Scriptures and accept their teach- 
ings as authentic in every respect, 
they have proceeded to so muddy 
the waters of understanding regard- 
ing the law that proper discernment 
between the ordinances of the law 
and the commandments, statutes 
and judgments of the Law of the 
Lord is impossible. It is in the Old 
Testament where this distinction is 
made and the writers of the New 
Testament assumed familiarity on 
the part of Christians with the Old 
Testament Scriptures, enabling 
them to make the correct applica- 
tion of terms in regard to those laws 
when they are referred to. 


Out of this lack of understanding 
comes the statement that through 
Jesus Christ all the law was done 
away with, when in fact He declared 
that He came not to destroy the law 
but to fulfill the prophets (Matt. 
5: 17). Furthermore, He emphatic- 
ally stated that all those who teach 
against even the least of the com- 
mandments will be least in the 
Kingdom of .God (Matt. 5: 19). 
However, the laws contained in 
ordinances — that is, the laws of 
ritual and sacrifice — were fulfilled 
in Jesus Christ who was the Lamb 
slain from the foundation of the 
world. By His death on the cross, 
He made the required blood atone- 
ment: 


“Blotting out the handwriting of 
ordinances that was against us, which 
was contrary to us, and took it out of 
the way, nailing it to his cross.” (Col. 
2: 14.) 


Moreover, this same lack of under- 
standing, which prevents Christians 
from distinguishing between law 
and law, has fostered ignorance of 
the fact that, while commandments 
were given governing individual 
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conduct, the Lord also laid down 
statutes governing national adminis- 
tration. Due to the failure to real- 
ize this, many cite laws which regu- 
late individual behaviour, applying 
them to national action, or vice 
versa, Which is completely contrary 
to Scriptural teaching. 


Greatness of the Kingdom 


What of the prophecies pertain- 
ing to the coming greatness of the 
Kingdom of God when it will be 
restored in full perfection and this 
will be evident in the administra- 
tion of the commandments, statutes 
and judgments of the Law of the 
Lord in the carrying on of the affairs 
of state? While the New Testament 
Christian is acquainted with Jesus 
Christ as Saviour, without referring 
to the Old Testament what can he 
know about the redemption of the 
Kingdom and its subsequent exalta- 
tion in order to understand what 
Isaiah meant when he declared that 
of it “there shall be no end.” All 
this and many more related sub- 
jects are a mystery to one who asserts 
himself to be only a New Testament 
Christian. 


Beware of Presumption 


Let us remember Peter’s instruc- 
tions who, having witnessed the 
coming glory of the Lord on the 
Mount of Transfiguration, ad- 
monished us not to neglect the Old 
Testament and the words of His 
prophets: 


“We have also a more sure word of 
prophecy; whereunto ye do well that ye 
take heed, as unto a light that shineth 
in a dark place, until the day dawn, 
and the day star arise in your hearts: 
knowing this first, that no prophecy of 
the scripture is of any private interpre- 
tation. For the prophecy came not in 
old time by the will of man: but holy 
men of God spake as they were moved 
by the Holy Ghost.” (II Peter 1: 19-21.) 


If Peter the Apostle gave counsel 
that the Old Testament prophecies 
should not be neglected, upon what 
ground does the New Testament 
Christian stand who refuses to con- 
sider the words of men who spoke 
as the Spirit of God gave them utter- 
ance? Is it not presumptuous to de- 
spise what the Holy Spirit has pre- 
sented for our information, admoni- 
tion and guidance? 
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Upholding the Truth 


There is a dire need for Spirit- 
filled men and women who have full 
knowledge of the Word of the Lord 
in order that they may instruct 
others in the whole Scriptures. The 
present tendency to esteem the New 
Testament only is the outcome of 
having capitulated to the higher 
critic and Modernist who, having 
attacked the Old Testament and its 
inspiration, are in opposition to 
God. By failing to stand firm in de- 
fense of all the Scriptures, the New 
Testament Christian is giving tacit 
support to those who are endeavor- 
ing to deny the Written Word. It 
would be well for all to pay atten- 
tion to the instructions Jehoshaphat 
gave to his subjects: 


“Believe in the Lord your God, so 
shall ye be established; believe his pro- 


phets, so shall ye prosper.” (II Chron. 
20: 20.) 


That exhortation is germane to- 
day and just as essential for the 
Christian to heed as it was in the 
day when the King encouraged his 
people in this way in the face of 
enemy attack. The enemies of 
righteousness today are indeed at- 
tacking the bulwarks of faith and 
their first objective is to destroy the 
Divine authority of the Bible, the 
Old Testament particularly, since it 
is the foundation upon which the 
New Testament rests. Let us, there- 
fore, as Christians, recognize that 
the Old and the New Testaments 
are together the Word of the Lord, 
written for our instruction and 
guidance. Let us not neglect either, 
for only in this way can we hope 
to attain to that wisdom that comes 
as a gift from God our Father.

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The Bible is True

tury grave doubts have been 

cast upon the Holy Scriptures, 
not only by the modern sceptic, but 
in authoritative and _ responsible 
quarters as well. The expressions — 
myths, folk-lore, fairy-tales, and leg- 
ends, have been freely associated 
with the Old Testament. These cre- 
ate an atmosphere of doubt and un- 
certainty in the minds of our youth. 
And they help to recruit the ranks 
of those who, for less worthy causes, 
reject the Bible altogether. 

So it has become essential that 
these matters should be looked into, 
and that they should be looked into 
with a view to truth and not just 
to satisfy convention. 

It has been easy for pundits to 
sit in armchairs and criticize the 
Bible from the standpoint of their 
knowledge. But the time has come 
for us to take account of the limita- 
tions of that knowledge; and to re- 
member that speculation and con- 
jecture are no longer recognized as 
a basis for science. Real science de- 
mands evidence — outside evidence 
on which to build for a true outlook 
on the Bible. Such evidence has not 
been entirely beyond the reach of 
man. Archaeology could supply some 
of it by excavations in Bible lands. 
Other sciences could also contribute. 
Though considerations such as these 
have led to the expenditure of 
large sums of money, yet results of 
inestimable value to modern civil- 
ization have flowed from them. 

It is true that the discoveries do 
not substantiate the whole Bible 
from Genesis to Revelation. That 
would be a stupendous task, and 
take centuries. Besides archaeologi- 
cal work, it would involve a vast in- 
crease of knowledge in every branch 
of science. And if all were then clear, 
where would be the need of faith? 
But what has been found counters 
the destructive criticism levied 
against the Holy Scriptures; it con- 
verts the confidence with which 
such conclusions were advanced by 
their authors into a deep and abid- 
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ing scepticism on the part of the 
truth-seeking public. In other words, 
the science of archaeology removes 
the obstacles to the belief that the 
Bible is true. 


The world is suffering today from 
the philosophy of men who were 
satisfied to base their conclusions on 
the surface of things, and to ignore 
the rest. Such superficial methods of 
approach to life led to the mechani- 
cal theory of the universe. And ab- 
sorption in the study of matter 
caused materialism to be imposed 
upon education as a creed. Perhaps 
the worst consequence of these mis- 
taken theories, accepted by the pub- 
lic in the belief that they repre- 
sented conclusions of true science, 
has been to cloud the conceptions 
of our civilization as to what con- 
stituted reality. And in spite of the 
evidence supplied to our senses by 
the radio, what men do not see still 
remains vague and indefinite. This 
atmosphere of thought has had a 
stupefying effect upon the education 
of the world, and upon its intel- 
lectual and religious life. And the 
very men who should have been 
pioneers in preaching the Kingdom 
of God on earth have allowed their 
minds to be deflected into material- 
istic channels. Instead of adopting 
a constructive attitude towards the 
Holy Scriptures, they have attempt- 
ed to destroy and even to supersede 
them. The Unseen has been conven- 
tionalized, and cold-shouldered, even 
in our very churches. Recent world 
happenings have shaken up our spir- 
itual lethargy at the very time when 
past intellectual errors are also be- 
coming evident. The more careful 
students of the book of nature are 
drawing attention to much that has 
been unread or ignored altogether. 

The recognition by modern sci- 
ence of the reality of the Unseen has 
dealt a death-blow to materialism. 
The absence of complete uniformity 
discerned in nature has done the 
same to the mechanical theory of 
the universe. 


It is now quite obvious that many 
conclusions, which we were led to 
believe sprang from science, have no 
legitimate claim to such a distinc- 
tion, because their premises have 
either been completely based on con- 
jecture, or on an incomplete study 
of observed facts. Yet these erron- 
eous conclusions are being used as 
foundations for further conclusions; 
which are often in turn taught as 
though they were ascertained truth, 
and broadcast by the Press and 
through the radio. So error is heaped 
on error. It will immensely simplify 
the present generation’s outlook on 
life when people will take the 
trouble to trace back such fallacies 
to their source; and cease to accept 
the ipse dixit of wrongly-educated 
pundits. We pride ourselves on liv- 
ing in an age of science; why not 
therefore act up to our profession? 
Since there can be no true science 
unless it is based on sound premises, 
nothing ought to be tolerated in fu- 
ture, much less taught, which has 
been discovered to lack this basis. 
Why proceed in the cultivation of 
intellectual weeds? The aim of sci- 
ence is a splendid one; it is a search 
for truth; and it arrives at truth 
through independent study of the 
evidence of observed facts. Thus, in 
taking up the study of the science 
of man, account will have to be 
taken of both man’s qualities and de- 
fects, his strength and his weakness, 
and how his infirmities can be 
remedied. The Bible takes such ac- 
count, its diagnosis was recognized 
by our forefathers as a sound one, 
and it points the way to a merciful 
cure for human nature’s defects. 

We are living now in an age that 
is Moving so rapidly that it does not 
seem as though we could afford to 
wait while the recognition of the 
changing attitudes of science and 
modern thought slowly percolate 
into and modify the contradictory, 
or the negative, or the sceptical 
teaching about the Bible, so often 
given in our colleges and schools.

versive activities is little realized by the average 

citizen in America and Britain. With the lion’s 
share of headlines allotted to the Kremlin leaders and 
Russian moves, little news space remains to chronicle 
the multifarious actions of the Eastern partner in the 
Communist axis. Much of Red China’s activity, as a 
matter of fact, is done quietly and without fanfare. Its 
ominous implications for the Western world, however, 
cannot be ignored. 

China’s military adventures, in Laos and along the 
Indian frontier, have received adequate publicity. 
These are the lesser part of the story. Beyond them she 
is involved in a vast program of infiltration and sub- 
version designed to further the cause of world Com- 
munism. To cite only a partial list, Red China is: 

1) Establishing a strong bridgehead of influence in 
North Africa. Substantial Chinese aid has been given 
the Algerian rebels, including special contingents of 
terrorists recruited from deserters and prisoners of war 
from the French North African forces in Indo-China. 

2) Pushing a vast program of infiltration into South 
America. Scores of representatives from Central and 
South America have visited Communist China this year 
under Red “invitation diplomacy.” Hand-in-hand with 
this goes economic penetration as Red Chinese trade 
with Latin America increases by leaps and bounds. 

3) Working hand-in-glove with Russia in the Com- 
munist take-over of Cuba. Red Chinese intelligence 
agents were active in Havana, and Chinese technicians 
were working with Castro on plans for “agrarian re- 
form” patterned after the Chinese-style communes. 

4) Busily penetrating the Middle East, endeavoring 
to expand the bridgehead gained in Yemen. 


All this strikingly fulfills the Biblical predictions 
that the world’s heathen multitudes would vaunt them- 
selves and be extremely active just prior to the severest 
phase of Divine judgment when God intervenes to save 
His people from destruction. From the time of the 
Bandung Conference in 1955, the nations of Africa and 
Asia have grown increasingly restless and turbulent, 
unwittingly creating a global situation which will back- 
fire upon them with disastrous consequences. 

Time factors must mark specific events rather than 
continuing processes. Because of this, it is mainly Red 
China’s outward aggressions which find their way onto 
the chronological charts. Even so, the implications of 
developing desolation are sharp and unmistakable. 

Panic gripped Luang Prabang, the capital of Laos, 
on August 24 as reports placed rebel forces less than 
thirty miles away. This was on a major desolation 
terminal, the date falling precisely 12 x 1290 days after 
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America’s entry into World War I (center of Chart I). 
August 24 was also 286 days (displacement) after No- 
vember 11, 1958 when the Jordanian parliament met 
in emergency session following the attempt by UAR 
interceptors to force down the plane of King Hussein. 


While Red China opened a new series of sorties 
against Indian border states, Prime Minister Nehru 
warned the Chinese that India would defend the Hima- 
layan protectorates of Bhutan and Sikkim against any 
invasion. Set strikingly in a pattern of Far Eastern 
desolation, these August 25 events fell exactly 3 x 1290 
days after January 19, 1949 when the Chinese National- 
ists asked a cease-fire. Equally significant, they came 
420 plus 15 x 120 days after the July 27, 1953 Korean 
Armistice. This is the “hour of warning” time-factor 
added to the 420-day period which connotes the “trial 
of judgment” upon man’s world order, it being one- 
sixth of the 2520-day Biblical trial or probation period 
(top of Chart II). 

India countered Chinese penetration of its borders 
by ordering troops to move in and defend the violated 
area. This occurred on August 28, the lunar terminal 
of 12 x 1260 days (tribulation) after the November 
1918 Armistice. Lunar terminals of chronological cycles 
often foreshadow events to come, an indistinct view as 
if seen by moonlight. August 28 also fell 286 days solar 
(displacement) after November 11, 1958, which closed 
a forty-year generation after the 1918 Armistice. 


A solar 666-day interval, measured forward from 
August 28, terminates on July 4, 1961. This date will 
be 1040 days (fruition) after August 29, 1958 when 
Russia revoked its ban on atomic tests. The 666 time- 
factor, the numerical symbol of human apostasy and 
rebellion, marks activities of non-Christian Powers op- 
posed to God and His Kingdom (Chart I). 

Noteworthy too is the interval of 7 x 270 days (birth 
travail perfected) separating the August 28 Indian 
military move from June 25, 1954 when Nehru con- 
ferred with Red Chinese Premier Chou En-lai (bottom 
of Chart III). 

American officials reported on August 29 that Russia 
was now in virtual control of the strategic kingdom of 
Afghanistan. An alarming new intelligence summary 
disclosed that Soviet officers were training the Afghan 
army, a jet force of sixty fighters and twelve bombers 
had been provided, along with Russian pilots, and Rus- 
sia was rapidly moving toward complete domination 
of the country’s economy. Significantly, the date fell on 
the third day made perfect of 666 plus 420 days after 
the Soviet-Afghan arms pact was disclosed on Septem- 
ber 5, 1956. This date, in turn, fell eleven (disorder 
and disintegration) times 1290 (desolation) days solar 
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after America’s entry into World War I (bottom of 
Chart I). 

Resignation of Defense Minister V. K. Krishna 
Menon and three service chiefs on September | pre- 
cipitated a major crisis in the Indian government. It 
came 1260 days solar (tribulation) after March 2, 1956 
when Jordan ousted General Glubb, the British Com- 
mander of its Desert Legion. Significant too is the 
interval of 15 x 120 days (hour of warning) separating 
September | from the August 5, 1964 “Junction” date 
when, in King’s Chamber symbology, the nation Israel 
meets the Overcomers. The present turbulence in the 
heathen world is a sure portent that the climactic acts 
of Divine intervention leading to Israel’s redemption 
are near at hand (upper half of Chart II). 


The UN Security Council met in emergency session 
on September 7 to take up the Laos crisis and subse- 
quently set up a four-nation factfinding subcommittee 
to investigate on the scene. The session opened 666 
days before July 4, 1961, which falls 1040 days (frui- 
tion) after August 29, 1958 when Russia revoked its 
ban on atomic tests (center of Chart I). 


Not specifically noted on the chart is the additional 
fact that an interval of fruition separates the two 
above-mentioned emergency sessions of the UN. This 
suggests that the world organization’s career of futility 
may be nearing its end:

Soviet scientists boasted to the world on September 
14 that a rocket of theirs had hit the moon. Whether 
true or not, the claim has far-reaching implications 
for Russia, the West and the human family as a whole. 
It demonstrated that man has no compunction about 
carrying his desolative, destructive ways out into the 
rest of the universe — if he is permitted to do so. It 
proved that man’s weapons of destruction, ever more 
powerful, are no longer a threat merely to the earth. 
And it warned that the time might be near when God 
will act to put the disruptive upstart in his place. 


Curiously enough, exactly this significance is carried 
by one of the time-factors marking September 13 when 
the Soviet rocket purportedly landed (U. S. time). The 
date fell precisely 1335 plus 880 days after the August 
20, 1953 King’s Chamber terminal when Russia an- 
nounced her first H-bomb test. Applied to non-Israel 
heathen nations, the 1335 time factor is a number of 
judgment (the first atomic bomb was dropped on Hiro- 
shima 1335 plus two days after the United States de- 
clared war on Japan). To this is added the 880-day 
factor signifying Divine intermediation or regnancy, 
forming a combination which connotes judgment 
under Divine direction. 

No less noteworthy is the fact that September 13 fell 
on the lunar terminal of 12 x 1290 days (desolation) 
after the liberation of Jerusalem on December 9, 1917. 
And the desolation motif is repeated by the interval 
of 1290 days separating September 13 from March 2, 
1956 when Jordan ousted General Glubb (center of 
Chart IT).

Soviet Premier Khrushchev arrived in the United 
States on September 15 for an unprecedented visit 
which American leaders who extended the invitation 
fondly hoped would in some measure ease cold war 
tensions. The best that could be said was that it held 
Russian aggressive activity in abeyance while more 
rounds of talks were slated. 

The arrival of Khrushchev came exactly 12 x 1290 
days lunar after British forces entered Jerusalem on 
December 11, 1917. Equally significant is the fact that 
September 15 fell 8 x 666 days after the Yalta Confer- 
ence communique was issued on February 12, 1945. 

A 666-day interval, measured forward from Khrush- 
chev’s arrival, terminates on July 12, 1961. This inter- 
esting date will be 1290 days solar (desolation) after 
Soviet economic aid for Syria was formalized on Decem- 
ber 11, 1957 and 1260 days (tribulation) after the Janu- 
ary 29, 1958 Soviet-Egyptian economic agreement. In 
addition, July 12, 1961 will be 7 x 120 days (warning 
perfected) after March 25, 1959 when Cairo revealed 
that a military mission from the Algerian rebel govern- 
ment-in-exile would leave to seek arms from Red China 
(Chart ITI). 

Seizing the limelight afforded by his appearance 
before the UN, Khrushchev advanced a dramatic plan 
for complete world disarmament within four years. A 
specious proposal, thoroughly gimmick-laden, the plan 
offered no new Soviet concessions on the vital issue of 
controls and inspection. 

The Khrushchev disarmament plan was unveiled 420 
plus 15 x 120 days after the August 20, 1953 King’s 
Chamber terminal when Russia announced her first 
H-bomb test. In the language of numbers, this would 
mark a final warning of the imminence of judgment. 
Interesting results are also gained by extending a solar 
666-day interval forward from September 18. The date 
thus fixed, July 25, 1961, will also be 1290 days after 
the January 12, 1958 treaty of friendship and technical

cooperation between Yemen and Red China (bottom 
of Chart II). 

Finally, September 18 fell precisely 286 days (dis- 
placement and human error) before June 30, 1960, 
which will be 13 x 1290 days after Germany entered 
World War I. 

President Eisenhower and Premier Khrushchev met 
on September 25 for a weekend of talks at the Presi- 
dent’s Camp David lodge. On the same day Thailand 
offered to send 10,000 to 20,000 crack jungle fighters 
to help defend Laos against Communist aggression. 
The date fell 7 x 270 days solar (birth travail per- 
fected) after the Nehru-Chou En-lai conference opened 
on June 25, 1954. A lunar 666-day interval separates 
September 25 from July 12, 1961, which will be 1260 
days after the January 29, 1958 Soviet-Egyptian eco- 
nomic agreement. It was on the mean terminal of this 
666 cycle that Khrushchev arrived in the United States 
(Chart III). 

The Camp David talks also opened on the third day 
made perfect of 390 days (Israel’s chastisement) after 
August 29, 1958 when Russia revoked its ban on atomic 
tests. And a solar 7 x 120 warning perfected period, 
measured forward from September 25, terminates on 
January 24, 1962. This date will be 1290 days (deso- 
lation) after the July 14, 1958 pro-Communist revolt 
in Iraq (bottom of Chart I). 

Prime Minister Nehru again warned Red China on 
September 28 that India would meet any aggression. 
Meanwhile, the Algerian rebels announced that they 
were willing to discuss a cease-fire. The date fell 666 
days before July 25, 1961, which will be 1290 days after 
the January 12, 1958 Yemen-Red China agreement 
(Chart II). 
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The United States bluntly warned the Chinese Com- 
munists on October 7 that an attack on Formosa would 
be likely to start a world nuclear conflict. Meanwhile, 
in Baghdad a would-be assassin wounded Iraqi Premier 
Kassem. This was 7 x 120 days before January 24, 1962, 
which will be 1290 days after the July 14, 1958 Kassem 
revolt in Iraq (bottom of Chart I). 


In a letter to President Eisenhower, made public on 
October 21, Premier Khrushchev reaffirmed his support 
of Red China’s right to Formosa. On the same day the 
UN approved a resolution which obliquely censured 
Red China for its atrocities against the people of ‘Tibet. 
These developments came on the solar terminal of 
3 x 1290 days (desolation) after January 19, 1949 when 
the Chinese Nationalists asked a cease-fire (top of 
Chart II). 

The Indian government revealed on October 23 that 
Communist Chinese troops, operating at least forty 
miles inside Indian territory, ambushed and killed 17 
members of a police patrol. Meanwhile, President de 
Gaulle announced that Premier Khrushchev had ac- 
cepted an invitation to come to Paris for separate sum- 
mit talks. This was 420 days after August 29, 1958 
when Russia revoked its ban on nuclear tests (center 
of Chart I). 

The United States started a major cutback in its 
overseas defense line on October 30 by announcing 
withdrawal from Morocco and paring plans for Euro- 
pean missile bases. And in New York, Russia scuttled 
diplomatic efforts to put a UN mission in Laos on a 
permanent basis. Significantly, the developments came 
on the lunar terminal of 13 x 1290 days after Ger- 
many’s entry into World War I (bottom of Chart II). 

Ominous deterioration of the American position in 
Latin America was spotlighted on November 3 when 
anti-U. S. Panamanians tore up an American Embassy 
flag, fought for hours with U. S. canal police and dam- 
aged American property. Desolation time-factors 
sharply mark this event. It came 13 x 1290 days lunar 
after Great Britain’s entry into World War I. And a 
286-day displacement interval separates November 3 
from August 15-16, 1960, which will be 12 x 1290 days 
lunar after the November 1918 Armistice. 
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The desolation patterns that unfold on the charts 
show strikingly the steady onsweep of global travail 
and tribulation. To those who understand, it is a pre- 
view, warning that, as the cycles unfold more fully, the 
brunt of the great climactic crisis in human affairs will 
shake all nations, all human institutions. The anti-God 
forces of Russian-Chinese Communism are being loosed 
for a purpose — to confront unregenerate Anglo- 
Saxondom with a situation in which they may either 
turn to their almighty Lord and Saviour for deliver- 
ance or suffer national extinction. 

As for the Asiatic hordes now sweeping onward in 
arrogant assurance, they are marching to a final end 
far different from their dream of mastery over a Soviet- 


ized world. At a certain fateful juncture their adver- 
sary ceases to be the people of God and becomes God 
Himself: 


“For the day of the Lorp is near upon all the heathen: 
as thou hast done, it shall be done unto thee: thy reward 
shall return upon thine own head. For as ye have drunk 
upon my holy mountain, so shall all the heathen drink con- 
tinually, yea, they shall drink, and they shall swallow down, 
and they shall be as though they had not been.” (Obadiah 
15-16.) 


Ever accurate and explicit, the Bible prophecies pro- 
vide sure prevision of these troubled days and point 
the way to safety and salvation for those who believe.

return the Kabul Government has undertaken to buy 
goods of the same value from Russia and her associ- 
ates. In the north of the country, Russian experts have 
found oil and already one well is producing a modestly 
satisfactory quantity which is exported to the Soviet 
Union. Economic aid to the tune of $100,000,000 has 
served to finance the building of a military-cum-civilian 
airport near Kabul by the Russians, and also of vari- 
ous depots and storage accommodation for imports 
from Russia. Soviet experts and engineers are now en- 
gaged in building a highway in the north across the 
Hindu Kush. They are blasting a tunnel under one 
of the major passes through which this strategically 
significant road is to lead. 

While the Soviet Union has secured for itself a solid 


position in the economic life of Afghanistan, it has also 
acquired something near monopoly in the field of arms 
supplies and military training. Indeed, the Kremlin 
has been as “generous” to Afghanistan as it has been 
to Egypt and Iraq. Quantities far beyond what the 
country requires for maintaining peace and order have 
been imported, including tanks and MiG aircraft — 


-and Russian instructors and technicians to train the 


Afghans how to use them.

A mind as a fundamental tenet that it identifies 
the Anglo-Saxon-Celtic and kindred peoples as 
the House of Israel in the world today. The key to 
understanding the national aspect of the Bible lies in 
the acceptance of this basic truth. The ten-tribed King- 
dom of Israel, or House of Israel, is distinct and sep- 
arate from Jewry. In the Scriptures the terms ‘‘Israel,”’ 
“Judah” and ‘‘Jew’’ are not synonymous and the 
course of history is widely divergent for the peoples 
properly classified under each of these titles. 

The House of Israel is today an innumerable multi- 
tude apart from Jewry, a fact which the Jewish Chron- 
icle for May 2, 1879 recognized by its reference to the 
ten tribes as represented by peoples who are not Jews. 
There it is stated: ‘The Scriptures speak of a future 
restoration of Israel, which is clearly to include both 
Judah and Ephraim [another term designating the 
House of Israel]. The problem, then, is reduced to its 
simplest form. The ten tribes are certainly in existence. 
All that has to be done is to discover which people 
represent them."’ 

The information published in Destiny provides 
the evidence showing that Israel left Palestine while 
the Jews remained. The movements of the Israel clans 
are traced out of the East, across Europe to their new 
settlement in the Isles of Britain, and then on to 
America. The prophets foretold Israel's westward 
trek and the monuments and traditions record the 
Divinely-guided wanderings of this people who left 
‘‘waymarks”’ behind them as they journeyed toward 
their ultimate destination.
